Governor William C. Sproul has is- 
ued his proclamation fixing Friday, 
^pril 16, as Arbor Day, saying: 
Whereas, the Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania is the owner of more 
than ijaoojooo acres of forest land 
which it is protecting and develop- 
ng for future usefulness, which al- 
readv constitutes one oL the most 
valuable assets of the State, and 
which will continually grow in beauty 
and utility as the years go by; and 


"Whereas, in times not long gone 


by, the forests of Pennsylvania were 
the glory of our Commonwealth and 
the most abundant source of its pros- 
>erity; and 
"Whereas, to restore to productive- 


ness the land now devastated by fire 
and the ax is among the first duties 
of wise and patriotic statesmanship: 
and"Whereas, one of the means of 
such restoration is by planting trees 
and protecting them, when planted 
Tom forest fires, whose ravages are 
costlv beyond computation; and 


"Whereas, the custom of observing 


Arbor Days has become an establish- 
ed and beneficent practice among our 
people and latterly has been greatly 
stimulated by the planting of memo- 
rial trees in honor of gallant Penn- 
svlvania soldiers who forfeited their 
fves in the World War. which cus- 
tom is happily and vwidely observed 
throughout the Nation: and since 
tree planting is needful for furnish- 
ing fuel and all other wood products, 
•or the restorationof forests, and for 
the beautifying qf parks, highways, 
school grounds, home grounds, and 
wherever a tree will lend value, or 
beautv to the landscape; 


"Therefore. I. William C Sproul, 


Governor of the Commonwealth do 
proclaim Friday, the i6th day of 
April, and Friday, the 23d day of 
April, A. D.. 1920, to be observed as 
Arbor Days throughout the Common- 
wealth, on which days all good citi- 
zens should feel under obligation to 
render what aid they may in this im- 
portant work, thus conferring a bene- 
fit not only upon us who observe the 
practice, but also upon those who 
shall follow us in the years to come. 


"'I commend to the pupils in our 


schools - and to all our people not 
only the planting of trees in mem- 
ory of our honored dead, or shade 
and ornamental trees near schools 
and 
dwellings and along country 


highways and city streets, but also 
and especially the planting of young 
forest trees upon our mountainsides 
and unused lands so that in due time 
they ma>y protect the sources of our 
streams, supply wood for the nse ot 
our people, and call down upon the 
heads of those who planted them, the 
grateful thanks of succeeding gene- 
rations. And what we have planted 
let us protect.!* 


This proclamation is commended 


to the Town' Council of Gettysburg 
who are planning a treeless future 
for the town. 
Unless provision is 


made now. quick, within ten years 
the four main streets of the town 
will be treeless and this notwith- 
standing State Highway Commission 
and Bureau of Municipalities have 
shown the way to avoid this ugly fu-
